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Native Education is Progressing, 
But Slowly

Jo-Ann Daniels, vice- 
president of the Metis Associa¬ 
tion of Alberta, said that while 
the public school system still re¬ 
quires significant changes to ac¬ 
commodate Native students, 
she is pleased with the progress 
Education Minister Dave King 
has made in understanding 
their needs. 

Daniels made the remarks 
during a recent press confer¬ 
ence, as part of the Metis 
response to the final report on 
the Ghitter Committee on 
Tolerance and Understanding. 
Daniels said she was delighted 
with King’s change of attitude. 
“Last May he did not even 

was any kind of unique 
problem going on in the Native 
communities when it came to 
education”, she submitted. 
“And just last June he tried to 
blame the parents; he tried to 
say it was the parents’ fault”. 

Still, there are many road¬ 
blocks to overcome in many 
areas of Native education. 
Daniels wants more input from 
Native organizations, and she’d 
like to see the government 
listening, especially now that a 
new policy is in the works. 
Daniels also criticized the new 
Native Education Project 
(NEP) under the Department of 
Education. The NEP has a 
mandate to recommend policy 
changes to the minister, as well 
as formulating learning 
resources about Native people 
for use in the province’s 


The four-man task force in¬ 
cludes two Native members, 
but neither formally represents 
any group of Native people, 
nor any Native organization. 
“They pluck out these individu¬ 
als who do not represent any¬ 
one, and they use them to 
supercede the collective ef¬ 
fort”, Daniels commented. 

can always come back at us and 
say ‘What do you want...we are 
involving Native people’...We 
don’t like our own people ber 
ing used against us.” 

In late 1984, the NEP was 
put together by King in 
response to the Ghitter report 
on Native education. The docu¬ 
ment noted that the general 
state of Native education in Al¬ 
berta was “deplorable”. The 
report also went on to say that 
the failure to respond in any 
concrete way to the special 
needs of Native students was “a 
shameful act of intolerance and 
misunderstanding”. 

Members of the special 
project include: Merve Kowal- 
chuk, who wrote his Master’s 
thesis on Native education; 
Ralph Sabey, former superin¬ 
tendent of the Northland 
School Division; and Bernie 
Makokis, an employee of the 
Native Secretariat. The NEP’s 
staff have already visited 38 

to cover the entire province wi¬ 
thin the next couple of months.

Uneasy Situation 
for New Stoney 
Administrator

In the wake of recent charges 

tration, Stoney Indian adminis¬ 
trator Mike Kartushyn, who is 
not Native, announced that he 
is quitting. 

The affluent Indian band, 
situated west of Calgary, is ex¬ 
pected to announce a new 
manager of financial affairs 
shortly. Meanwhile, Kartushyn 
will most likely return to the 
Department of Indian Affairs, 
from which he had been on 

four years. 

Kartushyn predicted that 
tribal politics may force the 


Stoney Indian band to select 
another non-Stoney to replace 
him. Managing approximately 

revenues simply became too 
much of a burden for him. 

Kartushyn also admitted that 
recent charges by Stoney Bear- 
spaw Chief Una Wesley of cor¬ 
ruption in the administration 
did influence his decision to 
leave. Kartushyn said the alle¬ 
gations were “unfair, un¬ 
reasonable and inaccurate”. 

Wesley charged that Kar¬ 
tushyn favoured Chief John 
Snow’s Wesley band, but the 
former administrator stressed 
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all three bands that make up the 

“Finding a new administra¬ 
tor will be a complicated 
process”, warned Kartushyn. 
Currently, an uneasy peace ex¬ 
ists among the Stoney chiefs - 
Snow, Chiniquay band chief 
Frank Kaquitts, and Wesley - 
who must unanimously ap¬ 
prove the successful candidate. 

Wesley and Kaquitts won up¬ 
set victories last November in 
elections for chiefs. Following 
their triumphs, both vowed to 
investigate a multi-million dol¬ 
lar deficit in the tribal adminis¬ 
tration office. 

Despite the fact several quali¬ 
fied Stoneys could take on the 
position, Kartushyn said it was 
highly unlikely to happen. “He 
would invariably be associated 
with one of the three bands, 
and would be viewed as having 

heart more than the other 
two”, Kartushyn said. “You’ve 
got the three bands, and a per¬ 
son from one band may never 
be perfectly acceptable to the 
others; so it would be difficult 
for that person to be totally im- 

Kartushyn noted that he him¬ 
self had been in the middle of 
such tug-of-wars. 

Most of the 2,300 Stoneys 
live on the Morley reserve, 390 
square kilometres in area, and 
unquestionably one of the

A two day conference for 
Native photographers, held re¬ 
cently in Hamilton, Ontario, 
has been dubbed a great suc- 

first of its kind to occur on this 

An exhibition of photo¬ 
graphic works produced by the 
conference participants are al¬ 
ready on display. The theme of 
the event, entitled VISIONS, 
included an analysis of photog¬ 
raphy in a Native Indian con¬ 
text, and the future utilization 
of the medium within Native 
culture. As recently as five 
years ago, there were virtually 
no Indian photographers ex¬ 
hibiting their work in Canada.

By April 17, 1985, the 
Government of Canada intends

“equality” doctrine of Section 
15 of the Charter of Rights will 
not be contradicted. The lead¬ 
ers of the Indian Nations, who 
are protesting this step by 
Parliament, say that such ac¬ 
tion flys in the face of Section 
25 of the charter, which is there 
to protect the Treaty and Inher¬ 
ent Rights of Indians. Gladue 
charges that it is unfair for the 
government to pick on the In¬ 
dian Act, when dozens of other 
statutes could first of all be 
modernized on human rights. 
Ms. Gladue maintains that the 
federal government’s drive to 
“make Indians equal with 
everyone else” will have the ef¬ 
fect of speeding up — even 
forcing assimilation of her peo- 


the Treaty Indian Nations, r 
guarantee for protecting rights 
is possible. 

Treaty Indian Nations have 
repeatedly told the Government 
of Canada that Indians must 
have the right to determine then- 
own citizenship. It was thus at 
the time of signing of Treaties 
Six, Seven and Eight in 1876, 
1877 and 1899, respectively. 
Helen Gladue is urging all In¬ 
dian Nations to remain united 
in this key respect. She believes 
that the “identity” matter — 
who is a Treaty Indian — is 
basic to the preservation of In¬ 
determination. By denying the 
inherent right of Indian Nations 
to decide their own citizenship, 
the federal government is at¬ 
tempting to haphazardly erode 
Indian treaties and Indian sta¬ 
tus. With a vivid awareness of 
these circumstances in mind, 
Ms. Gladue will return to 
Parliament Hill next week to 
continue the political struggle. 
She will remind all politicians 
whom she captivates that 
treaties were signed under the 
Union Jack — the flag of Her 
Majesty — not the Red Maple 
Leaf. The adept woman politi¬ 
cian is certain that unless to¬ 
day’s political battles are won, 
there will be little security for 
Treaty Indians twenty years 


The A.C.T.W. leader cites 
examples of how the legitimate 
authority of Indian govern¬ 
ments has been threatened at 
the local level.

Changing Climate Could 
Threaten Boreal Forests 


The “Greenhouse Effect” 
the gradual warming of the 
earth’s climate due to a build¬ 
up of carbon dioxide in the at¬ 
mosphere — may make Cana¬ 
da’s reforestation programs 
obsolete, and consequently 
leave us with a dearth of suita¬ 
ble trees, warns a federal fore- 

Dr. Doug Pollard, Senior 
Policy analyst for the Canadi¬ 
an Forestry Service in Ottawa, 
says, “the forests we are plant¬ 
ing today will probably have to 
survive in a very different type 
of climate that favours a very 
different type of tree. Accord¬ 
ing to all predictions, the boreal 
forest as we know it (in Cana¬ 
da) will disappear”. 

The boreal forest — the 
northern-type forest of conifers 
— is the base of Canada’s 
forest industry, and also the 
type of forest most threatened 
by a warm shift in our climate. 

Although other pollutant 




the 


warming, carbon dioxide, 
produced by the burning of fos¬ 
sil fuels, is the chief culprit. The 
amount of CO ! in the at¬ 
mosphere is expected to double 
within 70 years, causing more 
of the sun’s heat to be retained 
by the earth. Using computer 
analysis, scientists have predict¬ 
ed that the average global tem¬ 
perature will increase 2 or 3 


The greenhouse effect is not 
just a hypothesis, says Dr. Pol¬ 
lard. Most scientists agree that 
in fact, there is nothing that can 
stop it from happening. The 
only unknown is when the im¬ 
pact will be felt. 

At the moment, Canada’s 
forests are fairly well matched 
to its climate. But reforestation 
is a long-term project: managed 

about every 60 years; un¬ 
managed forests, closer to 100 
years. By the time the current 
crop of newly-planted trees be¬ 
gin producing wood — about 
thirty years hence — the climate 
may have already altered 
enough to make their survival 
questionable. 

In addition, “weed” tree spe¬ 
cies, which thrive in warmer cli¬ 
mates, could become more 
aggressive. Furthermore, insect 
pests may change, and fire loss¬ 
es could become heavier, said 
Dr. Pollard. The winter logging 
season may be seriously threa¬ 
tened as well. 

The forestry experts’ 


problem is that the seedlings 
planted now have to be able to 
survive 30-60 years down the 
road. To deal with this serious 
threat, experts must first 
research the implications of the 
coming climate change, and 
then make plans. Pollard also 
indicated that the maintenance 
of seed banks for the forestry 
industry was crucial. 

Research on seeds for fore¬ 
stry regeneration is being con¬ 
ducted at the Petawawa 
National Forestry Institute. But 
if the Native boreal species, 
such as balsam, fir, pine and 
spruce, were to become difficult 
to grow, there would be a criti¬ 
cal shortage of alternate trees to 
replace them. 

Dr. Pollard says all of Cana-
